Troy students who need tutoring in 
cliallenging subjects such as 
chemistry, physics, mathematics and 
biology find refuge in the Natural 
Science Center at Troy University, 
which provides free tutoring and 
homework help to all students. The 
Natural Science Center is located at 
126 Eldridge Hall, right around the 
corner from the computer lab, across 
the hall from the writing center.

In 1908 at Howard University, nine women 
created the first Greek-letter organization for 
the African-American collegiate woman. This 
sisterhood ultimately became the national 
organization that is known as Alpha Kappa 
Alpha Sorority Inc. The founders of this 
African-American sorority created two 
extremely important themes. The first of these 
two themes involves reflection upon the 
importance of individuals who serve as 
members and representatives of a sisterhood 
based upon respect and knowledge. The 
second of these themes involves the strength 
of an organization of women of ability and 
courage. The strong women of Alpha Kappa 
Alpha sorority strive to live up to the mission 
statement of their organization, which is

was founded on TROY's main cam^s in 
1978. The ladies of the Mu Alpha €jnapter 
have since then helped Alpha Kappa Alpha 
grow into one of the largest Greek 
organizations on TROY's campus.

The Delta Founders' first 
public act as a sisterhood was an active 
role in the Woman Suffrage March in 
Washington, D.C., in March 1913. The 
sisterhood was officially incorporated in 
1930. The Delta Sigma Theta Sorority 
became a part of the TROY University 
family on May 22, 1976. The Nu Theta 
Chapter, the TROY chapter of Delta 
Sigma Theta Sorority, participates in 
several community service projects 
each academic year. This past year, the 
Deltas were seen wearing floppy hats 
and sundresses while hosting a 
campuswide "Girl Talk" for the women of 
TROY University. The Deltas also 
participated in OctoberFest, where they 
provided games, prizes, and even face 
painting for the students of TROY, as 
well as the community. But the Delta 
sisters did not stop their service there. 
The Delta Sigma Theta sisters also 
volunteered at the Noble Manor ev^ 
other Wednesday, where they placed 
bingo with the residents. On 4^p of 
everything. Delta Sigma Theta 
maintains one of the highest GPAs 
among the NPHC sororities. Overall, the 
sisters of Delta Sigma Theta Sorority 
strive to live by the goals of their 
founders.

The internationaj^ladies of Sigma 
Gamma Rho Inc. focu^ not only on their 
chapter's local iss^s, but on issues 
worldwide. They/ have created the 
"Operation Big^iook Bag," where the 
sorority's mem^rs help make it possible for 
families acr^ the United States to have a 
backpack JJll of school supplies. They also 
help to/offer tutoring and mentoring 
programs for families across the nation. 
They also focus their efforts on a worldwide 
sc^e by partnering with Africare. The 
slaters of Sigma Gamma Rho assist families 
''In Africa by offering HIV/AIDS education 
treatment. The TROY University 
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Chapter of Sigma Gamma Rho was 
established on campus in 1999. Since the 
founding, the ladies of the sorority have 
participated in several fundraising and 
school events. On top of their worldwide 
participation with their sorority, the TROY 
University ladies focus their efforts on 
raising money for Habitat for Humanity of 
Pike County. These ladies live up to their 
mission statement, which is "To promote 
education, unity, and community service 
among women."

These founders 
be^me the base and foundation for 
f^fture brothers of Alpha Phi Alpha by 
living by four principles. These four 
principles that were meant for the Alpha 
Phi Alphas to live by were: scholarship, 
fellowship, good character, and the 
uplifting of humanity. Alpha Phi Alpha 
fraternity established its brotherhood at 
TROY University on May 28, 1 978. Since

Theta Phi Chapter of Kappa Alpha Psi 
Inc. was founded on the TROY University 
campus in 1976. It was the first NPHC 
fraternity to be founded on the TROY 
University campus. The Kappa Alpha Psi 
fraternity, Theta Phi chapter at TROY has 
won the Dean's Cup award for being the 
Most Involved NPHC Fraternity. The 
brothers of Kappa Alpha Psi are involved 
not only on TROY's campus, but with the 
community as well. They participated in 
the Boys and Girls Club Steak and Burger 
Program, where they helped prepare and 
serve food and refreshments. The men 
of Kappa Alpha Psi Inc. have also helped 
to lead the Campus Initiative Voter 
Registration to help their fellow Trojans 
become involved. 
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The Fraternity of Omega Psi Phi was 
founded on the campus of Howard University 
on November 17, 1911. Edgar Amos Love, 
one of the founding members of Omega Psi 
Phi, became the first president to serve over 
the brotherhood. Clarence F. Holmes later 
became the sixth Grand Basileus, and it was 
under his leadership that the hymn "Omega 
Men Draw Nigh" by Otto Bohannon l;^came 
the official song for the Omeg^^^Psi Phi 
fraternity. During the 1960s, thfe men of 
Omega Psi Phi Inc. were a large part of the 
civil rights movement by playing an active 
role in demonstrations. To|fey, the fraternity 
of Omega Psi Phi h^^ more than 700 
chapters that spread l^oughout the United 
States, Bermuda, B|[hamas, Virgin Islands, 
Korea, Japan, Aeria, Germany, and 



Kuwait. The TROY University Rho Delta 
Delta Chapter of Omega Psi Phi was 
established on campus in 1995. Since 
then, the men of Omega Psi Phi have 
participated in numerous school events. 
They participated and won several step 
shows, including TROY's homecoming 
step show and a step show at Concordia 
College. At any step show that they are 
competing in, the Omega Psi Phi brothers 
are a favorite. The Omega Psi Phi brothers 
are known to get a huge reaction from the 
crowd when they perform their step 
routines. The brothers of Omega Psi Phi at 
TROY have also hosted an annual Al 
Lucas Memorial Golf Tournament for their 
philanthropic purposes. 





The Phi Beta Sigma Fraternity was 
established on Howard University 
campus in 1914. The original 
brothers of Phi Beta Sigma wanted 
to be a part of a brotherhood that 
was also a part of and active within 
the community. The founders of Phi 
Beta Sigma believed that each 
potential member of Phi Beta 
Sigma should be judged on his own 
merits instead of the merits of his 
family, background, or affluence. 
The founders wanted to be a part 
of a greater brotherhood that would 
constantly be devoted to the 
"inclusive we" rather that the 
"exclusive we." The founders of Phi 
Beta Sigma set the foundation so 
that the brothers of Phi Beta Sigma 
Fraternity Inc. became a 
permanent part of the TR^Y 
University Greek communit/ in 
1992. Since its founding, the men 
of Phi Beta Sigma Inc. have 
participated in numerous TROY 
school and community events. 
Their philanthrop^"^^ holds great 
precedence with^Ae men of Phi 
Beta Sigma. They work tirelessly to 
help raise money for the Guide 
Right Program, the Pike County 
School System, and the St. Jude 
Foundation, as well as working to 
be inv^olved on TROY's campus. 
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Otis Allan Glazebrook, Erskine Mayo Ross, 
and Alfred Marshall founded the Alpha Tau 
Omega Fraternity in 1865 at the Virginia 
Military Institute. This fraternity was created 
uniquely because it was founded upon 
Christian principles instead of Greek. Alpha 
Tau Omega was the first fraternity founded 
after the end of the Civil W^. The founders 
of Alpha Tau Omega hoped to be able to 
reunite the North an^ South through the 
brotherhood of the fj^ternity. It was also the 
first fraternity faSnded as a national 
organization, as opposed to a local or 
sectional fellowship, and the first to be 
incorporated. The TROY University Alpha 
Tau Omega Chapter, Kappa Beta, was 
started as a colony in 2003 and chartered 
in 2005. Once it was chartered, the 
members of Kappa Beta immediately began 
winning events. These events included one 
of the most prestigious awards for Greeks 
on TROY'S campus, the Dean's Cup. The 
Kappa Beta Chapter of Alpha Tau Omega 
won the Dean's Cup for TROY University in 



2005, 2006, 2007, 2008, and 2010. The 
chapter has also won ATO's True Merit 
Award numerous times. On top of the 
fraternity's accomplishments, ATO has 
several individuals who have held 
important roles in the TROY University 
political world. The Kappa Beta brothers 
of ATO have found huge philanthropic 
success with their "Walk Hard" event, 
where several brothers walk from Troy to 
Panama City, Florida, to raise money for 
different charities. The brothers of Alpha 
Tau Omega are known around campus as 
gentlemen who strive to exude excellence 
in all areas of fraternal and campus life. 
They can be relied on to complete any 
challenge that is thrown their way with 
grace, poise, and success. After all is said 
and done, these ambitious and gallant 
brothers strive to attain the highest honors 
in all academic, leadership, and 
competitive venues; however, any brother 
will agree that brotherhood is always in the 
forefront of their chapter priorities.

In 1890, 11 law students at 
Cornell University in New York 
formed a lawfraternity that would 
become known as Delta Chi. It 
was in 1922 that this Delta Chi 
fraternity opened its doors to 
"general" students, or 
undergraduates, thus allowing 
men in all areas of study to join 
the Delta Chi brotherhood. The 
brothers of Delta Chi were also 
the first to officially abolish the 
hazing practices associated with 
the traditional fraternity "hell 
week." The seven men who 
founded the TROY Chapter of 
Delta Chi in 1966 were referred 
to as "The Mag Seven." Delta Chi 
Fraternity prides itself on the 
accomplishments of its 
outstanding alumni as well as 
positions that are held by the 
Delta Chi brothers after 



graduation from various 
universities. Some of the more 
prestigious of these positions are 
the CEO of Kelley Foods, a PGA 
Golf Professional, members of 
the Alabama House of 
Representatives, and 
professional baseball players. 
These are just to name a few. 
There are currently 126 different 
chapters and colonies of tl|e 
Delta Chi fraternity that ^re 
operating throughout the lilted 
States and Canada. Th^re are 
nearly 94,000 initiate within 
these chapters and cronies. The 
brothers of the Delt^hi fraternity 
at TROY pride t^mselves to be 
in the 91 peri^nt success rate 
within the D^a Chi chapters and 
to be kQ©wn as leaders on 
TROY's./campus and in the 
community. 
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The Delta Kappa Epsilon social 
fraternity was founded at ^le 
University in 1 844. The Pi Beta Copter 
of Delta Kappa Epsilon at^^'I'ROY 
University was chartered in 1976 and 
then was re-founded in 2011. Since 
then, the chapter has grown and 
prospered in every aspect of fraternity 
life on TROY'S campus. Since returning 
to TROY, the Pi Beta Chapter of Delta 
Kappa Epsilon l|^s become involved in 
many things, including leadership 
positions, organizations, and intramural 
sports. IJtls spring. Delta Kappa 
Epsilon^ld a weekend of band parties 
to l^nefit the Rampant Lion 
Fou^Sation. During this philanthropic 
weekend, different bands were invited 
to perform at the DKE house for large 
crowds of students. Nationally, Delta 
Kappa Epsilon is known for its collegiate 
success and outstanding alumni. 
United States President Gerald Ford, 
one of DKE's notable alumni, has been 
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quoted as saying: "It is no coincidence 
that five presidents of the United 
States have been Dekes - more than 
any other fraternity - that our flag was 
flown on the first expedition to the 
North Pole and again on a manned 
landing to the moon. The individual 
qualities that DKE seeks have 
certainly withstood the test of time 
and served us all in good stead. It is 
that unique blend of leadership, 
brotherhood, and tradition that fuels 
this fraternity." President Ford said 
this during a visit to the Omicron 
chapter at the University of Michigan, 
the chapter in which he was initiated. 
Overall, the brothers of Delta Kappa 
Epsilon are known for their ambitious 
and gentlemanly attitude toward all 
collegiate and fraternal activities; 
however, they pride themselves on 
their prioritization of brotherhood 
above all else. 












Six men founded the FarmHouse 
fraternity in 1905 while attending a 
Young IVIen's Christian Association 
Bible Study. They were studying 
agriculture and enjoyed each other's 
fellowship so much that they decided 
to organize a club, rent a house, and 
live together. This was the rooting of 
brotherhood for this organization. 
This small move of fraternal 
commitment has become the 
national organization known as 
FarmHouse Fraternity. On May 20, 
1995, TROY University added 
FarmHouse to its growing Greek 
system. Since its founding at TROY, 
the brothers of FarmHouse have 
worked to help the chapter become 
one of the largest and most valuable 
parts of the Greek Life at TROY 
University. The fraternity has won the 
Troy Academic Excellence Award a 
total of 17 times since its local 
founding, and the brothers have been 
recognized by FarmHouse 
International with the 2011 Chapter 
Award of Excellence. They^i%ceived 
the FarmHouse Ruby Cu/in 2013. 
Additionally, this ^<$outstanding 
brotherhood took hoF?fe the Dean's 
Gup for 2012 and 2013. As an 
organization, FarmHouse Fraternity 
displays qualities of leadership, 
philanthropic determination, and 
ultimate success among members. 
For the brothers, FarmHouse 
Fraternity strives to develop eternal 
bonds between members while 
su^orting each individual's 
k^versity endeavors. 
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A man named Warren A. Cole founded 
Lambda Chi Alpha at Boston University 
on November 2, 1909. Although this 
organization is the youngest of the 1 5 
largest social fraternities, Lambda Chi 
Alpha quickly became the third largest 
fraternity. There are more than 280,000 
initiated members of the Lambda Chi 
fraternity nationwide. Lambda Chi Alpha 
was the first fraternity to eliminate 
pledging, and it is still a leader in the fight 
against hazing, alcohol abuse, and 
many of the other challenges that 
collegiate men are presented with. The 
Sigma-Tau Zeta Chapter of Lambda Chi 
Alpha is one of the most well-known 
fraternities on TROY University's 
campus. It has a reputation for the 
amount of fun had at live performance 



band parties, which have featured 
performers such as the Ying-Yajig 
twins, Afroman, and Corey Smith^who 
would come to put on a sho^ for 
enduring fans at TROY University. 
Lambda Chi Alpha is also known for its 
philanthropy and fundraisers, such as 
the Watermelon Bust week in the 
spring semester. Lambda Chi Alpha 
prides itself on the "lifetime of true 
brotherhood" that it offers to brothers 
of this prestigious fraternity. Its national 
mission stat^ent states that "through 
our Core^/ Values and ritualistic 
teachin^° Lambda Chi Alpha aims to 
systeng^tically develop our men by 
fund|fmentally shaping who they are, 
w^t they know, and what they do."

Three men -- Andrew Kroeg, Simon Fogarty, 
and Harry Mixson -- founded the Pi Kappa 
Phi fraternity at the College of Charleston. 
This fraternity was founded on the premise of 
creating leadership opportunities for its 
members, as well as exemplifying leadership 
in the classroom, on the athletic field, in 
campus politics, and within the community. 
Eight others soon joined these three founding 
men, which led to the creation of the first 
pledge class of Pi Kappa Phi. On April 4, 
1 966, the Brotherhood of Pi Kappa Phi rooted 
itself at TROY University, becoming the first 
fraternity at TROY and helping to plant the 
seed for what would become the large and 
healthy Greek system currently on campus. 
With the founding at TROY came 24 
outstanding collegiate men who were 



initiated as brothers of this national 
organization. The brothers of Pi Kappa Phi 
credit their founding all to one man, Charles 
Kendrick. Almost 50 years after the 
founding, the brothers of Pi Kappa Phi are 
still going strong on the TROY University 
campus. Leadership is the very root of their 
brotherhood, in which they believe that the 
concept of leadership will ultimately guide 
them into their futures. This dedication to 
cultivating leaders can be seen in one of their 
open mottoes, "Leaders by Choice." With an 
average of 35 active brothers, the TROY 
chapter of Pi Kappa Phi is able to support 
philanthropic endeavors such as their main 
organization. Push America, to which they 
have donated $5,000 in a single year. 
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The Tau Kappa Epsilon fraternity was 
founded on January 10, 1899, at Illinois 
Wesleyan University. Tau Kappa Epsilon 
believes that the essential elements of true 
brotherhood are love, charity, and esteem. 
The brothers of TKE do not choose their 
members based on their wealth, their social 
status, nor their honors received. TKE deems 
a man's character to be the most important 
factor when choosing members, and 
therefore, TKE has a wide variety of very 
different members who break the typical "frat 
boy" stereotype. Tau Kappa Epsilon fraternity 
is the world's largest and most successful 
fraternity, with more than 270 chapters and 
more than 250,000 initiated members across 
the map. At TROY University, the Lambda 
Zeta chapter of Tau Kappa Epsilon is one of 
the oldest and longest continually running 
fraternities on TROY's campus. First 
colonized in 1965, Lambda Zeta chapter 
received its charter on April 27, 1967. The 
Tau Kappa Epsilon fraternity has its largest 
philanthropic event every Halloween called 
"Tke or Treat," which is a huge hit among 
TROY students. Since its founding, the 
brothers of Lambda Zeta have been working 
to help the chapter grow and continue to go 
strong on TROY's campus. ^ 
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The TROY University Tiieajre 
Department liad a succegifui 
year. One of its largest an^'tnost 
successful productions jvas put 
out in tine fall semester. This was 
"The Single Girl's Quide," which 
is a play written by one of 
TROY'S own faculty members, 
Tommy Newman. This play was 
a huge hit on TROY's campus. It 
had several sold-out shows, and 
many students were present. It 
is a favorite pastime of many 
TROY students to go and see the 
shfbws produced and performed 
by the Theatre Department, and 
"The Single Girl's Guide" 
certainly did not disappoint. The 
show was successful on the road 
as well in the home theater in 
TROY. The TROY Theatre 
Department took "The Single 
Girl's Guide" on tour to 
Birmingham, Alabama, to 
perform in the Virginia Samford 
Theatre. The show was so 
successful that the Theatre 
Department was asked to make 
a performance in the Kennedy 
Center American College 
Theatre Festival, Region IV. This 
was a huge accomplishment for 
the TROY Theatre Department 
because it had not been invited 
to the Kennedy Center American 
College Theatre Festival for at 
least five years. It was an 
opportunity for the TROY 
Theatre Department to 
showcase all of the hard work 
that students and faculty had put 
into the show and to make the 
Trojans back home even more 
proud than they already were. 
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The Theatre Depanmen, a 
lot to live up to when pert^rming 
a show in the spring §#mester.
